1. | The property listed in this catalogue is offered for sale by CNG for itself 
and as agent for various owners and other consignors. We reserve the right 
to reject any bid, to determine the opening price, to set bidding increments, 
to vary the order of the auction, to reopen bidding in the case of a dispute, to 
withdraw any lot, to bid on behalf of CNG, to bid on behalf of the consignor, 
and to permit the consignor to bid on his own lots. CNG may loan or advance 
money to consignors or prospective bidders, and may have an interest other 
than commission charges in any lot.

4. All coins are guaranteed genuine. Attribution, date, condition and other 
descriptions are the opinion of the cataloguer, and no warranty is expressed 
or implied. Please note that an auction sale is not an approval sale. Lots 
examined prior to the sale and lots purchased by floor bidders (including bid- 
ders executing commission bids on behalf of other parties) may not be returned 
for any reason except lack of authenticity. All claims of misdescription and all 
claims of return, except claims regarding authenticity, must be made within 5 
days of receipt of material. Any claim of lack of authenticity must be made 
in writing by the original purchaser immediately after discovery that an item 
is not authentic, and upon making such a claim the original purchaser must 
immediately return the lot to CNG in the same condition as at the time of the 
auction. Coins that have been encapsulated (“slabbed”) by a grading and/or 
authentication service may not be returned for any reason, including authen- 
ticity, if they have been removed from the encapsulation (“slab”).

5. Invoices are due and payable immediately upon receipt. Interest and late 
fees of 2.0% per month, or at the highest rate permitted by law, whichever 
is less, from the date of the auction, shall be payable on invoices not settled 
within 30 days of the auction date. Payment may be made by check or bank 
wire. Credit cards (Visa or MasterCard) will be accepted; credit card payments 
will not be accepted more than 14 days after the sale date. Payment by check 
must be made in either US dollars ($) drawn on a US bank or British sterling 
(£) drawn on a British bank.

Collector of Archaic & Classical Greek Coins 


For many years, we corresponded periodically with a passionate Texan. In 2006, we received a call from 
him: would we like to sell some of the duplicate books and auction catalogs in his large collection of nu- 
_ mismatic reference material. Thus began an extended and enjoyable relationship between CNG and Dan 
Koppersmith. Several of us have had the pleasure of visiting his home on Tiki Island. 


In CNG 73 and CNG 75, we sold a significant portion of Dan’s books and catalogs; George Kolbe sold off 
the balance in 2008. Paraphrasing from Dan’s introduction written for that sale. 


“T collect most everything. It is really sad when one goes to a grocery store and returns with a collection of 
food. The late Joel Malter recognized it — in himself, in me and in others. He called it a collector gene.... 
Douglas Saville [the book dealer formerly of Spink and now servicing advanced collectors from his home 
in England] calls it “crazy!” George Kolbe is too kind to enter the fracas. I will not embarrass myself by 
describing it in Freudian terms! But whether the nature or nurture argument prevails, it is a serious malady. 
However, some very important benefits accrue from the art of collecting. The BCD auction catalogs are an 
ample, if not outstanding, testament. Collectors not only amuse themselves, but they amass and compile 
data for the rest of mankind.” 














CNG 94, as well as the corresponding Electronic Auction 311, illuminates Dan’s passion and strategies for coin collecting. In addition to a 
number of notable archaic and classical coins offered, the runs of silver fractions and early electrum issues in this sale are educational, since 
they demonstrate the incredible skill of the celator in engraving such small items — especially in the case of the silver fractions — and the im- 
portance contemporary weight standards in the case of the electrum. Especially noteworthy are the 16 swastika geometric issues from Ionia 
(lots 571-586), which include denominations from the hekte (sixth stater), down to the miniscule ninety-sixth stater. 


Dan purchased his coins from a wide variety of sellers. Through his pedigrees, we have tried our best to everyone he supported. It is nice to 
see such a breadth of material returning to the market for others to collect and enjoy.

Robert M. Harlick 


San Francisco. California 
1930-2013 


This spring, the collecting fraternity lost a long-time friend and avid collector, Robert M. Harlick. 
Bob had been a customer of ours since the 1970s when CNG was Victor England, Ltd. From then 
until his death, he had been a steady and regular customer. 


His friendly smile and encouraging word will be missed at future shows in the Bay Area. A life- 
long resident of the San Francisco area, he practiced law, and served as an adjunct professor of 
law at Golden State University for over twenty-five years. 


Although he had purchased his first Greek silver coins from Edward Gans in 1949 while still an 
undergraduate at the University of California at Berkley, Bob actively collected coins, starting in 
1971. He was a member of the San Francisco Ancient Numismatic Society, the American Numis- 
matic Society, and the Royal Numismatic Society. 


Bob was as much a student as he was a collector. He would build a collection, learning that area 
while he acquired the coins for his collection, and then stop when he felt he had learned the topic 
sufficiently for himself. At that point, he would dispose of his current collection and begin on a 
new area, repeating the process as before. A Renaissance collector — who loved to learn — he was 
also practical in his collecting strategy. He always wanted acceptable quality coins and did not 
shy away from paying for something he wanted. 





At one point in the mid 1980s, Bob sold his Greek collection. You will find, however, a number of Greek coins in the current sale that cover 
the Black Sea region and Turkey, areas that were missing from his initial collection. 


Beginning in 2005, we have been helping Bob quietly liquidate portions of his collection through our auctions. It is now a pleasure to be able 
to attach his name to the remaining pieces in this collection. Our Alexandrian collectors will certainly find pieces of interest. 


Bob’s favorite quote came from the will of renowned collector Edmund de Goncourt (1822-1896) that appropriate to share, since it reflected 
Bob’s own collecting philosophy: 


*... L require that (my coins) shall be dispersed under the hammer of the auctioneer, so that the pleasure which the acquiring of 
each one of them has given me shall be given in each case to some (person who shares) my own taste.” 


We hope one of Bob’s coins will find a home in your collection.

Archer M. Huntington 





Born 10 March 1870 in New York City, Archer Milton Huntington (original name, Archer Milton Worsham) was adopted by 
his mother’s second husband, the railroad industrialist (and builder of the Central Pacific RR) Collis P. Huntington. Perhaps 
influenced by a trip with his step-father to Mexico City, as well as his own trip to Spain a few years later, Archer began a life- 
long interest Spanish culture. In 1897, he published his own translation of the Castilian epic E/ Cid, and in 1898, his travel 
memoir, Note-Book in Northern Spain, was also published. In addition, he began collecting everything related to the Iberian 
Peninsula: books and manuscripts, coins, paintings, sculpture, and artifacts. In 1904 he founded the Hispanic Society of 
America (HSA) and began the construction of Audobon Terrace, a series of Beaux Arts buildings, which provided a home for 
the HSA and its collections, as well as homes for the American Numismatic Society (ANS, which he had joined in 1899), the 
American Academy of Arts and Letters (AAAL, of which he became a member in 1911), the American Geographical Society, 
and the Museum of the American Indian. 


Huntington was a major benefactor of the HSA, the ANS, and the AAAL, providing them each with operating endowments, 
and was also closely involved with their operations. In the early 1920s, he funded the establishment of the ANS’s Numismatic 
Notes and Monographs series, which allowed important numismatists to publish their research, and which was based on the 
HSA’s Hispanic Notes and Monographs series. From 1905-1910, Huntington was president of the ANS, after which he was 
named the its Honorary President, a position he held until his death on 11 December 1955. In addition to these numismatically- 
related pursits, Huntington was also responsible for the creation of the Mariners’ Museum in Newport News, VA, as well as 
the Hispanic Division of the Library of Congress, and was also an inaugural board member of the Huntington Library in San 
Marino, CA. 


Throughout his life, Archer continuously pursued his collecting activities, adding new material to his vast collections. Hun- 
tington’s passion for combining collecting with scholarship was so great that he ran afoul of the German Imperial Government 
in August 1914, when he was arrested as a spy, because of the large number of aeronautical maps of Europe he was carrying 
(Huntington was Chairman of the Map Committee of the Aero Club at the time). 


It was, however, Huntington’s collection of Spanish-related coinage that was particularly notable. Numbering almost 38,000 
coins, Huntington worked to acquire an example of every single Spanish coin known from the beginning of its coinage to the 
present, including Spanish-controlled territories in Europe and overseas colonies. His goal was, in his words, “to condense the 
soul of Spain into meanings, through works of the hand and spirit.” Because of Huntington’s scholarly and artistic acumen, this 
collection became the most complete collection of Spanish-related coins in existence outside of Spain. It included a number of 
extremely rare and unique pieces, and showed the discerning eye for which Huntington was well-known. Many of these coins 
were purchased during Huntington’s overseas travels as a member of the American Geographic Society. George Miles, in his 
The Coinage of the Umayyads of Spain summed it up best: 


“[The Huntington Collection is] one of the finest and most comprehensive collections of Spanish coins that has ever been 
brought together. No phase of the numismatic history of Spain and related countries has been neglected.”

In the wake of Carthage’s defeat in the First Punic War, its coinage had been greatly changed, with its extensive gold and electrum series 
mostly replaced by debased silver and bronze. In contrast, the Carthaginians in Iberia enjoyed access to the rich gold and silver mines on the 
peninsula, which allowed the Barcids to develop a coinage that served their military and political needs. Perhaps the most controversial of 
their types were those that featured a beardless male portrait, as on the present piece. The initial tendency of numismatists was to view these 
portraits as being those of the Barcids, but the modern consensus is that the bareheaded portrait is almost certainly a rendition of a young 
Melkart. A comparison of three different varieties of Melkart in SNG BM Spain (nos. 97, 98, and 103) is demonstrative of their nearly identical 
features.

In 387 BC, Rhegion was destroyed after its capture by the Syracusan tyrant Dionysios I, but was rebuilt under Dionysios II in 360 BC, and 
became his residence until 351 BC. This late tetradrachm belongs to the latter period, and although the more lifelike and delicate style reflects 
a break in continuity with the earlier series, the retention of the principal types demonstrates a desire of the city to remain connected to its 
illustrious past. Based primarily on stylistic elements, the authors of Basel propose an even later date for this issue, circa 320-300 BC, when 
the city enjoyed its renewed independence after providing aid to Timoleon. The EY monogram is likely an engraver’s signature.

Located on the eastern shore of Sicily in the shadow of Mt. Aitna, Naxos was the oldest of the Greek colonies on the island, founded in 735 BC 
by colonists from Chalkis in Euboia, and Ionia. According to the historian Thucydides (1.100), Naxos established its own colony by founding 
Leontini in 730 BC, which was soon after followed by the foundation of a second colony, Aitne, later known as Katane. Owing to the fertility 
of the surrounding volcanic soil of Mt. Aitna, Naxos developed an economy of viticulture, and along with Leontini and Katane, became very 
prosperous. This wealth attracted the attention of Syracuse, which subjugated Naxos in 476 BC, removing its citizens along with those of 
Katane to Leontini. Upon the death of Hieron in 461 BC, the Naxians were reinstated to their original city, and formed a close alliance with 
Leontini and Katane. During the disastrous Sicilian Expedition in 415 BC, Naxos actively provided support to the Athenians, who had sent a 
large fleet to attempt to neutralize Syracuse’s aid to Sparta. In 409 BC, Naxos sided with Syracuse against the Carthaginian threat to Sicily, but 
in 403 BC, the tyrant Dionysios of Syracuse turned against the Naxians, destroying the city and selling the women and children into slavery. 


This drachm was struck between 461 and 430 BC, when the Naxians returned to their city and formed a close alliance with Katane and 
Leontini. All three of these cities’ coinage flourished in this period. Naxos’ coins at this time exhibit a wonderful early classical style, clearly 
breaking from the archaic types that were also brilliant in their execution. While the obverse retains the portrait of Dionysos, the new, realistic 
quality of the rendition exemplifies the new standards of art that were emerging in Sicily. The reverse employs a novel type that became the 
standard for Naxos’ tetradrachms and drachms: the satyr Silenos. Silenos was the oldest, wisest, and most drunken of the satyrs, and according 
to Eurpides’ only surviving satyr-play, the Cyclops, he had been forced to attend Polyphemos, who dwelled in the region of Mt. Aitna, and 
hence one reason for his appearance on this coin of Naxos. Although Silenos and other satyrs were not new to coinage, his portrayal, squatting 
facing in a naturalistic manner, was a striking contrast to the angular forms of the archaic age, and a paragon of the highest artwork of the 
classical era.

The story of the Demareteion coinage has its source in a passage in Diodorus (XI 26.3), that relates to the events following the defeat of the 
Carthaginians by the Syracusans after the battle of Himera in 479 BC. In the wake of their defeat, the Carthaginians expected harsh treatment 
by their foes, but Gelon, tyrant of Syracuse, imposed quite favorable terms upon them, supposedly at the behest of his wife, Demarete. 
In response, the Carthaginians are said to have presented Demarete with a crown of gold valued (or weighing) at a hundred talents, and 
from this gift was struck a coin, called the Demareteion, that weighed ten drachms on the Attic standard. The identification of the coin in 
question was one of the great mysteries of numismatics, due to the apparent contradictions in the story: the crown was said to be of gold, 
but the weight of the coin struck from it was given in Attic drachms, which implied a silver, not gold, coin. We know the metal of the coin 
must have been silver, as Syracuse apparently had no gold until many years after the event. Among the silver coinage, however, there was 
a suitable candidate that was known to have been struck relative to the time frame of the battle of Himera, the dekadrachms of Quadriga/ 
Arethusa type. The appearance of these impressive coins was unprecedented at the time, and their style of such superior quality, that it is 
certain that they commemorated a particular, special event. Thus, these dekadrachms came to be known as the ‘Demareteion’ coinage, and 
their engraver labelled the ‘Demareteion Master.’ These dekadrachms were accompanied by a series of tetradrachms that featured the exact 
same iconography and style, and are regarded as masterpieces themselves, albeit on a smaller scale.

Dionysios assumed power in 405 BC and immediately set out to make Syracuse the greatest and best-fortified city in all of Greece. He was 
defending against the renewed imperialistic expansion of Carthage. Three times he defeated the Carthaginians, bringing further prestige and 
wealth to Syracuse. During his reign, the Syracuse navy became the most powerful in the Mediterranean, allowing Syracuse to expand her 
territorial control over much of southern Italy. 


Dionysios reintroduced the large and ostentatious silver dekadrachms, a denomination that had not been used in Syracuse since the issue 
of the Demareteion decades earlier. Dionysios entrusted two of the greatest local numismatic artists, Kimon and Euainetos, to design these 
impressive pieces. The regard for these coins in modern times is reflected by the fact that they are considered a must for any first rank 
collection of Greek coins.

The new die combination that this coin presents is interesting, but perhaps more important is a feature on the reverse, one that is not clear on 
the Fitzwilliam piece that Newell saw for this die. On this well-struck example, it is clear that the reverse die was originally engraved with 
another control mark, an A, below the star — thus the die was first used to strike Newell 52 tetradrachms.

Pantikapaion was founded by Greek colonists from Miletos in the late seventh century BC. Situated on the west side of the Cimmerian 
Bosporos, in what is now called the Crimea, it achieved great prosperity through its exploitation of the abundant fisheries of the straits and the 
export of wheat from the Crimea. This wealth is attested by its splendid gold coinage which commenced in the mid-4th century BC and by 
the magnificently furnished rock tombs of its principal citizens in the same period. Later, it was to become a regional capital of the kingdom 
of Mithradates VI of Pontos (120-63 BC) and later still the seat of the kings of Bosporos (first century BC - fourth century AD). The coinage 
of Pantikapaion seems to have commenced with silver issues in the latter part of the fifth century BC, but it is for its beautiful gold staters that 
the mint is chiefly noted. They depict the head of the god Pan (a pun on the name of the city) and on the reverse the griffin that Herodotos 
describes as being the guardian of the remote sources of gold.

Mithradates is the Hellenistic monarch par excellence: his career was driven by megalomaniacal ambitions which led to murderous assaults 
upon family and followers and disastrous foreign adventures against superior forces. His idealized portraiture attempts to mimic the gods with 
its bold staring gaze and unruly, free-flowing hair, but at its most extreme is a reference to hysteria in its Dionysiac sense. The wreath of ivy 
on the reverse reinforces Mithradates’ link with the god as well as making a connection with the cistaphoric coinage that circulated in the area. 
The stag probably represents the civic center of Ephesos and the mintmark is of Pergamon, all part of the new Pontic kingdom, symbolized 
by the star and crescent. His empire collapsed before the armies of Sulla and Lucullus, and Mithradates ended his own life an exile in the far 
region of the Crimea, pursued to the end by vengeful Romans and family.

These two coins are struck from the same obverse die, which also was used to strike the Rosen Sale 151 coin. These three coins appear to form 
a transitional issue bridging the earlier archaic coinage with the early classical silver issues of Kyzikos. Their reverses show that the mint was 
experimenting with new reverse types. While the present coin has the usual, perpendicularly divided, quadripartite incuse, the following coin 
has a diagonally divided square. Finally, on the third piece (Rosen Sale 151), the incuse is divided such that a large K is formed by the lines, 
supplemented by two pellets and two small lines in one segment. In the subsequent double-sided silver coinage, the ethnic K often appears on 
the reverse with a lion’s head, all in a shallow incuse square. In addition to this experimentation on the reverse, the obverse die used on these 
coins displays a progression in style from the archaic tunny heads to a more lifelike type that typified the classical period.

Lampsakos depended upon the traffic between the Aegean and the Black Sea, and possessed an excellent harbor in a strategic position 
guarding the eastern entrance to the Hellespont opposite Gallipolis. The city was known to have existed under the name of Pityusa before it 
received colonists from the Ionian cities of Phokaia and Miletos (Strabo xiii, p. 589). In the sixth and fifth centuries BC, Lampsakos passed 
successively under Lydian, Persian, Athenian, and Spartan control. Its tribute of twelve talents, as a member of the Delian League, and 
production of electrum staters in the fifth century BC, attest to its commercial wealth. Following the example and standard of the Persic daric, 
Lampsakos was the first Greek city to make regular issues of gold coinage, which enjoyed an international circulation from Sicily to the 
Black Sea. As at Kyzikos, the quality of engraving was very high, and types changed frequently: about forty types were produced in a period 
of about sixty years. Many of the types featured Chthonic deities, those whose powers came from the earth, such as Demeter and Dionysos. 


First Coinage of Pergamon

The identification of the portrait on the reverse of this issue has been the subject of debate. The individualized features suggest it is the portrait 
of a person rather than the personification of a deity or mythical figure. Most recently, Winzer assigned this issue to Eurysthenes, but his 
attribution necessitates a downdating of the issue to circa 400 BC, which is unlikely, and also is based on a misinterpretation of Xenophon, 
Hellenica 3.1.6 (see Mgrkholm, Pergamene, p. 182, note 1). The traditional dating of mid 5th century BC is probably correct, and the ruler 
of Pergamon during this time is uncertain. After the defeat of the Persians in the early fifth century, Gongylos of Eretria, who had served as 
an intermediary between the Spartans and Xerxes, was compelled to flee to Asia Minor, where he was granted the territory of Pergamon as 
a reward from the Great King. His descendants ruled over the city until at least 400 BC, so it is likely that the satrap depicted here is one of 
the Gongylid rulers.

Although lacking a legend, this series has been attributed to Pergamon, based on similar silver fractions which also contain the city ethnic, 
ITEPI'A(M) (SNG France 1558-66). On the other hand, the date of this issue is less certain. SNG France placed it circa 310-284 BC, though 
ignoring that two examples of this type were found in the Saida hoard (IGCH 1508 = CH VIII 190), which Westermark dated to circa 
323/20 BC. She also saw a correlation between these staters and those of Philippi in Macedon (an example of which was in the hoard), and 
accordingly dated them to after 336 BC (echoed by G.K. Jenkins and M. Castro Hipélito in the Gulbenkian catalog), based on M¢rkholm’s 
placement of the Philippi issues during the reign of Alexander (EHC pp. 84-5). M¢rkholm’s dating, however, was based on the single coin 
of Philippi in the Saida hoard (Saida 34), which was of such high grade that he thought it must have been struck near the date of the hoard’s 
deposit. Other numismatists, however, have placed these Philippi staters earlier, circa 356-345 BC (Bellinger, Philippi p. 37, and N. Waggoner 
in SNG ANS). The hoard also contained ten of the twelve known examples of an extremely rare gold issue of Kios. Significantly, this issue of 
Kios and the fact that the Pergamene staters have a close stylistic affinity with the coinages of Philip II and Alexander III — offer a potential 
clue toward identifying when and why they were struck. 


More recently, F. de Callatay has revisited the issue by examining the examples of this issue that have appeared on the market over the last 
decade (F. de Callatay, “Les statéres de Pergame et les réquisitions d’ Alexandre le Grand: I’ apport d’un nouveau trésor (‘Statéres de Pergame 
2004’) in RN 169 [2012]). Exhibiting no traces of circulation wear, these coins are closer to the full Attic weight than the two more worn 
specimens in the Saida hoard, suggesting an earlier date for this issue than circa 323/20 BC. Callatay also demonstrated (along with the two 
specimens in the Saida hoard) that in total five obverse and seven reverse dies by two engravers were used in striking this issue, all of which 
are die-linked. The obverse dies share a close stylistic similarity to early Alexandrine issues of Miletos (cf. Leu 81, lot 182) and Abydos (cf. 
CNG 70, lot 92), as well as earlier staters of Philippi (cf. Triton IX, lot 724). Likewise, the control marks which appear on these Pergamene 
coins (Corinthian helmet, rose, and eagle [or cock]), are symbols typically found on coins from early in thereign of Alexander II. The 
apparently brief but intense minting of these Pergamene staters, with their links to Macedonian types struck early in the reign of Alexander III, 
suggests that these coins were struck from funds requisitioned locally for the Macedonian troops in Asia Minor of Alexander himself in 334

Autophradates distinguished himself in the Great Satraps Revolt (365-360 BC) by supporting Artaxerxes II and imprisoning the satrap of 
Lydia and Ionia, Artabazos (Dem. Aristoc. 671). In 333 BC, Autophradates, along with his fellow-commander, Pharnabazos, took over the 
Persian fleet and completed the siege of Mytilene, which had been begun by Memnon. In the Greek revolts which arose in the Aegean and 
western Asia Minor as a result of Alexander III’s victories, Autophradates tried to return these areas to Persian control (Arr. Anab. 2.1; Arist. 
Pol. 2.4.10). Little else is known of his subsequent career, although it is possible that he was among those satraps who presented themselves 
before Alexander at Zadracarta (Arr. Anab. 3.23).

The Kingdom of Lydia, under the Mermnad dynasty, may well have been the originator of Western coinage. It possessed rich deposits of 
electrum, an alloy of gold and silver, which was the only metal used for coin production in its earliest stages. The lion head/incuse coinage is 
the earliest coinage attributed to the kingdom, and its origins date to the time of the king Alyattes, who ruled circa 610-560 BC. While most of 
these coins are anepigraphic, a small number of them bear the inscription ‘Walwel’ in Lydian. Although these have been variably attributed to 
other rulers in the past, hoard studies have shown that they were, in fact, contemporary with the anepigraphic issues.

This extraordinary coin comes from a series that also includes some very rare drachms and hemidrachms of the same type. The identification 
of the figure on the reverse is controversial: is it Dionysos the Conqueror? Is it Alexander with attributes of Dionysos? Is it Seleukos with 
attributes of Alexander and Dionysos? Or is it a general hero with attributes of all of them? Houghton and Stewart made a very good case 
for it being Alexander, based on the Dionysiac symbolism used for the portrait of Alexander on the victory coinage struck in Susa ten years 
earlier. On this coin we can see that the saddle cloth is an animal skin (the tail can be made out waving behind the rider); presumably that of 
a panther. The horns of the horse immediately recall Alexander’s mount, the famous Boukephalos, thus, seemingly making the identification 
of the rider certain. Since the publication of 1999, however, Houghton seems to have had second thoughts, and wonders that the rider may 
well be Seleukos. This is unlikely. The fact that this issue was so limited in size argues against it being the introduction of a new iconographic 
representation of Seleukos, rather than a reprise of that of Alexander. After all, if it was meant to be Seleukos, why is it never used again? The 
suggestion that the horned horse is not Alexander’s mount, but the swift horse that carried Seleukos away from Babylon in 315 BC, is equally 
unlikely because that horse is never said to have had horns and the fact that horned horse heads are often found on some eastern silver and 
bronze coins of Seleukos I and a few of his successors does not support that attribution. Those heads are surely of Boukephalos, especially 
since he died and was buried in the east. Clearly, the horseman on this coin is Alexander, conqueror of the East, in a pose very similar to that 
found on the so-called Poros Dekadrachms. He appears on this special issue for the same reasons he appeared on the series from Susa: to 
recall the deeds of Alexander in the past and associate them with those of Seleukos in the present. This is not only one of the most exciting and 
historically significant coins minted by the Seleukids, but it also a particularly striking depiction of Alexander.

In the text of the Sofaer Collection, the authors addressed the issue of assigning coins to Samaria, and have identified a large group of 
coins that are likely of non-Samarian origin. While these coins have circulated in the region, their assignment to Samaria has always been 
conjectural. While still leaving them under the general category of “Samaria,” the authors call them “Middle Levantine” issues, “as a stop-gap 
solution calling for further research.” Types without Samarian legends, such as the present coin, fall into this category. It is likely that these 
coins were not a product of the Samarian mint, and have a style and fabric more similar to the “Uncertain mint” silver fractions of Cilicia

The Achaemenid series began in the mid-late sixth century BC, just following, and imitating the types of, the famous Kroiseid coinage. Their 
coinage lasted until the conquest of Persia by Alexander the Great in the 330s BC. The term “daric” dates from the fifth century BC, and 
was used by the Greeks as a term for Perisan coinage, particularly the gold (see Herodotos 7. 28). Its name derives from that of the Persian 
king Darios I, under whom the Persian coinage began. Ian Carradice’s study, “The ‘Regal’ Coinage of the Persian Empire” (in Coinage and 
Administration in the Athenian and Persian Empires [Oxford: BAR, 1987]) forms the modern basis for our understanding of this interesting 
coinage. 


The Persians did not traditionally use coinage; instead, they employed the age-old systems of barter and trade-in-kind. Their eventual adoption 
of coinage was related first to their conquests of Lydia and then to their conflicts with the Greek city states in the sixth through fourth centuries 
BC. During these wars, the Persians employed Greek mercenaries, who, unlike their eastern counterparts, were accustomed to receiving 
payment in coinage. 


Type II coinage was struck during the period of Achaemenid Empire’s attempt, under Darios I and Xerxes I, to conquer the Greek mainland. 
For an excellent and detailed account of the period of the Greco-Persian Wars, including specific accounts of the Battles of Marathon, 
Thermopylai, Salamis, and Plataiai, and the destruction of the Athenian Acroplis, as well as characterizations of the major figures of this 
conflict — including Themistocles (see Robert B. Strassler, The Landmark Herodotus: The Histories [New York: Random House, 2009]).

The youngest child of Germanicus and Agrippina Senior, Julia Livilla was born on the island of Lesbos during her parents’ tour of the 
eastern provinces. She is best known, like her sisters Agrippina Junior and Drusilla, for the alleged incestuous relationship she had with her 
brother, Caligula. Suetonius, the earliest historian to make this scandalous accusation, claims that the incest even took place during banquets 
(Gai xxiv), “when much company was present”, and that the emperor “placed each of them [his sisters] in turns below him, while his wife 
reclined above him.” It is telling that the tales of incest go unmentioned by historians such as Seneca and Philo, who actually lived during 
the reign of Caligula, and there is serious scholarly doubt if there is any truth to these claims. Nonetheless, the tales were often repeated by 
later chroniclers, and the incestuous relationship between Caligula and his sisters is fixed in popular imagination as one of great scandals of 
the Roman emperors.

(and ironic) charge of adultery. The Roman population demanded for her return, but she was soon after executed on the order of Poppaea.

A most unusual coin with a fascinating obverse. SNG Levante and SNG France (both cataloged by Edoardo Levante) describe the obverse 
as depicting Severus as priest of Asclepius, holding the god’s serpent staff and wearing a sacerdotal diadem. The coin also features a highly 
interesting obverse legend that is open to debate. Imhoof-Blumer (op. cit.), publishing a coin from his own collection, read the second half of 
the obverse legend as APX NEOIK ACKAH, which he expanded to doy(tegevc) veowx(ov) AoxAn(metov), or the “dedicator of the rebuilt 
temple of Asclepius”. A. M. Woodward (“The neocorate at Aegeae and Anazarbus in Cilicia,” NC 1963, pp. 5-10), found Imhoof-Blumer’s 
reading of NEOIK untenable, arguing the “N” is in fact an “M”, thus reading APX ME (adoylegeuc MEeylotos or “greatest high priest’), a 
Greek take on the Latin Pontifex Maximus. Publishing a seemingly unique piece dated to the following year with an obverse legend ending 
OIKE ACKAH and with a reverse with Tyche holding a model of the temple of Asclepius, Woodward took the OIKE to stand for ouxevov, 
Le. “kinsman of Asclepius”. Finally, Edoardo Levante, in the SNG France volume, expands the legend as APX[IEPEA] ME[ITICTON] 
OIK[OVMENHC] K[AT] ACK[AEITIOV], or “on behalf of the pontifex maximus of the Empire (literally the greatest high priest of the 
inhabitable world) and of Asclepius.”

Agrippa I had a close relationship with both Gaius (Caligula) and Claudius, in part helping to secure the rule of the latter in the uncertain 
days following his unexpected rise to the purple by counseling the understandably shaken Claudius and entreating the Senate to support him. 
Indeed, his relationship with Claudius was so close that Josephus (Ant. xix. 5.1) records that among the new emperor’s first acts was publishing 
an edict guaranteeing Agrippa’s kingdom (with the title “Great King”) and granting the territory of Chalcis to Agrippa’s elder brother Herod. 


This remarkable and excessively rare issue not only explicitly refers to the alliance on the reverse, even using Agrippa’s new title “Great 
King’, but depicts the oath taking ceremony that occurred in the Roman Forum and is discussed in historical sources: 


He also made a league with this Agrippa, confirmed by oaths, in the middle of the Forum in the city of Rome. (Josephus, Ant. xix.5.1) 


He struck his treaties with foreign princes in the Forum, sacrificing a pig and reciting the ancient formula of the fetial priests. (Suetonius, 
Claud. 25.5) 


This issue is typically found in poor condition with much of the legends illegible. The legends given here are taken from Burnett’s study, 
reconstructed from the seven previously known specimens, although there are slight variants among them. For the extremely rare counterpart 
issue of Herod of Chalcis with a similar obverse, albeit with the position of the brothers switched, see Meshorer 361.

The obverse of this coin honors Poppaea, Nero’s (and previously Otho’s) wife. In January of AD 63 she gave birth to Claudia, who survived 
only four months. This is the only coinage issued in the name of Nero’s daughter. According to Suetonius, Nero killed Poppaea, while pregnant 
with another child, by violently kicking her in the abdomen.

One of the most remarkable cults of the ancient world was that which grew up around the youth Antinoiis, a boy from Claudiopolis in Bithynia 
who attracted the attention of the emperor Hadrian. Hadrian apparently had little love for his wife Sabina, and chose instead to shower favors 
on the handsome youth, whom he apparently chanced upon during a visit to Bithynia. During the emperor’s tour of Egypt in October AD 130, 
Antinoiis fell into the Nile and drowned, an event resulting in suspicions of suicide or ritual murder. The distraught Hadrian had his favorite 
immediately deified, and the worship of Antinotis became an important facet of the imperial cult.

Alexandria saw an immense output of coinage during the eighth year of Antoninus Pius’s reign. The Zodiac drachms, mythological types, 
and a host of issues for the nomes appeared that year. One explanation for this activity centers on the celebration of the renewal of the Great 
Sothic cycle, the point when the star Sothis (Sirius) rises on the same point on the horizon as the sun. This cycle of 1461 years began early 
in the reign of Pius in AD 139, and apparently prompted a renewal in the ancient Egyptian religion, while the coin types also stressed the 
connections to the Greco-Roman Pantheon.

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Born in Brisbane in 1948, Ron grew up in country Queensland, moving to various places as his father’s work dictated. He achieved his B.Sc. 
(Geology) at the University of Queensland in 1970 (later achieving Hons. in 1972), and later pursued a career in the mining industry. 


His early collecting interests were sparked by his exposure to foreign coins brought in by the many migrant workers in the areas of his father’s 
work — at this time Home Hill (during construction of the Burdekin bridge). This “funny money” from many nations drew him further and 
further into the world of collecting, and also introduced him to history, geography, and global knowledge generally. 


A schoolboy-interest matured and expanded into a more-than-50-year passion for the hobby. At 14, he began a part-time job in Brisbane as 
a trainee movie projectionist. With his first pay packet of just £5.5/-, he spent nearly all of it — a whole £5 (quite a significant sum in 1960’s 
Australia) — on his first major purchase, an Edward VII Half-Sovereign (see DNW 114 [18 September 2013], lot). He would later become a 
Life-member of the ATAEA (Australian Theatrical & Amusement Employees’ Association). During this time he applied himself to furthering 
his education, studying at night-school, and ultimately gaining a scholarship to the University of Queensland. 


His post-university career took him from a stint in the public service in Canberra as a geologist and surveyor, and then for the next thirty-five 
years to the mining industry where one of his favorite roles was as ‘Project Manager’. As he once humourously explained, “it was a role where 
no one knew what you were meant to do, which let you do anything you wanted to do.” His reputation, character, and abilities would take him 
to more than a dozen countries in his distinguished and rewarding career. 


He had interests in fishing, sailing, horses, electronics, and history, as well as red wine and the occasional cigar. He loved to find out how 
things worked. He was, however, perhaps most passionate about his coins. Beginning as it did with modern world coinage generally, his en- 
thusiasm for coin collecting was well-entrenched by the time he left University, if undisciplined. Opportunities for broader fields opened up as 
career opportunities presented themselves. High-quality world rarities and, naturally, coins from Australia, New Zealand, and other adjacent 
nations highlighted his early collecting interests. 


As his collecting tastes developed, he was drawn closer and closer toward British coinage, and milled coinage specifically. Later, again his 
tastes were directed towards the coins of ancient Greece and Rome. He was ably assisted by many British and Australian dealers in assembling 
his collections and although advice about good discipline was regularly offered, he rarely and reluctantly accepted it, preferring instead to 
find his own way. 


From his initial interests in British, Australian, and Modern World coinage, he developed a passion for the coinage of the ancients. He dabbled 
in selected Greek and Roman coins, but very quickly decided to concentrate his efforts on forming a “Roman portrait gallery.” 


He set himself an ideal goal of obtaining a portrait coin for each of about 230 Roman figures; Emperors, Caesars, Empresses, Usurpers, and 
other family members, using David Sear’s Roman Coins and their Values, 3rd ed. (1981) as his primary guide to the personalities he would 
ultimately collect. He conceded that there were a few he would never be able to obtain, such as Domitian II, Constantia, and until very recently, 
the elusive and enigmatic Proculus. This reduced his ‘ideal’ list to about 215 or so individuals that were in some way possible to obtain, given 
enough time and resources. Ron managed to get an impressive 201 of the items on his list before, sadly, his time ended far too soon. 


A few gaps that on the surface seem surprising. Knowing Ron’s selection criteria, however, it becomes clearer that in his later collecting, he 
preferred to get the coins he wanted, rather than those that merely filled gaps. Antinous was a case in point, choosing not to bid for ‘ordinary’ 
examples, but being outbid for those better items noted over the years. He was philosophical about such things, understanding that an example 
of a coin he wanted would come up — eventually. 


Ron began his Roman collection somewhat naively, as may be seen in the quality of some of his earliest purchases. He filled gaps with enthu- 
siasm, but initially paid only limited attention to condition or rarity, whilst still trying to obtain reasonably clear and well-centered examples. If 
there was a coin he wanted at one of his local auctions, he would often simply keep raising his card until he had won the lot. He needed some 
guidance in his endeavor, but during this early-stage learning period, he was given minimal exposure to the great many overseas auctions, and 
thus these early purchases reflected what he was offered locally, rather than which was available globally. 
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After a few years he was eventually exposed to the wider world of international sales and auctions, thus broadening his purchasing activities. 
He sought out better advice and support, and soon acquired a much greater level of sophistication, knowledge, and overall appreciation for 
the finer things that Roman coinage could offer. With greater exposure came many more opportunities to obtain better and rarer, often more 
interesting pieces. 


Right up until shortly before his passing he still had the lofty goals of trying to secure the recently offered and extremely rare Alexandrian 
hemidrachm of Pertinax Junior, and then the ambitious intent of obtaining the second-known antoninianus of Proculus, were it possible to do 
so, ticking off a couple more entries on his latest and ever-shortening ‘want list’. He was extremely pleased with one of his last purchases, per- 
haps the finest known Carnuntum mint antoninianus of Regalianus. This was a ruler that he had keenly sought, along with his wife Dryantilla, 
only to be frustrated at being outbid several times over recent years. 


Among his other favorites were the finest known Cornelia Supera antoninianus, which he fondly called his “Corn S(o)up”, and the follis of 
Domitius Domitianus, which he called “DomDom’; even the Julius Nepos, Basiliscus, and Ariadne Tremisses, and the bronze A24 of Majorian 
were wonders for him, appreciating how detailed and attractive (and rare!) such small coins could be. 


Ron jointly contributed to a four-point-system that he used to determine his wants and priorities: 1) was this a coin that he had, and was it of 
an ideal level of quality and/or rarity; 2) was this a coin that he had that was already very close to an ideal level of quality and/or rarity, but 
might eventually be upgraded; 3) was this a coin that he had, but which was definitely in need of upgrade in order to conform with the rest of 
the collection; and 4) was this a coin he did not have and therefore needed. He was pleased that most of his coins were in his own groups 1 and 
2. There were some coins that he had a strong desire to upgrade, but not at the expense of a new purchase — filling a gap was more important 
than upgrading. He wanted first to complete, as best he could, the Roman portrait collection and only then go on to upgrade those of his earlier 
purchases that he felt did not reflect his later collecting ideals. 


He read prodigiously on whatever Roman ruler, event, or historical subject piqued his current interest, and very much enjoyed the discussions 
or friendly arguments that flowed from that. He even began to develop a theory surrounding late Roman and Byzantine economic conditions, 
but did not realize his goal to publish his notes on the subject. It is hoped that his notes and papers might be assessed, reviewed, and perhaps 
be of use to the scholarship of others. 


“Tt is now time to pay more than lip-service to my loosely sprouted belief that we pay our money not to ‘own’ such coins as 
these, but rather for the privilege of their temporary custodianship. Indeed, it is an important thing to recognise the origins of as 
many of these coins as possible, given some of the explicit and implicit provenance details of some of the more important pieces.”

He was generous with his time and with his collection. Several of his coins featured anonymously in an exhibition at the University of Sydney 
and the companion publication, Faces of Power, Imperial Portraiture on Roman Coins (2007). He occasionally attended ‘ASAN’ (Australian 
Society for Ancient Numismatics [Sydney ]), showing a selection of his best and rarest pieces at what would be his last meeting with the group. 
He also generously gave a separate collection of 1360 late Roman coins to ACANS (Australian Centre for Ancient Numismatic Studies) at 
Macquarie University in Sydney. This was a ‘type-set’ as he called it, collected by ruler, reverse types and variants from as many different 
mints as he could gather and with as little duplication as possible, so that altogether they could be used for teaching purposes. Using Bruck’s 
Die spdtromische Kupferprdgung, ... as a guide, he began to assemble a physical representation of those pieces he came across individually, 
or in larger group lots he had the opportunity of accessing. 


Ron was practical and a great pragmatist, tending to care more about results than form or formality, and even less about who you were, or the 
so-called accepted way of doing things. He was aggrieved by the injustices and hypocrisies of the world, contemplated greater powers, but 
was determined to not let any of that be an excuse for giving up, or for not trying to find a good and proper way to live. 


He did not suffer fools lightly, if at all, and could sometimes be regarded as cranky or grumpy by those who did not know him well. However, 
he was never intentionally hurtful, treating everyone with an equal and distinct level of respect, courtesy, and honesty. Whether you liked his 
answer or not, you could be certain that whatever his advice or opinion, you were going to hear the truth. 


He had a mischievous sense of humor, testing and teasing friends and family alike. He was a great thinker and would like to deliberate upon 
and discuss matters important to him. He was inspired to read many works by the ancient Greek and Roman philosophers, building a small yet 
significant library for the purpose. The Stoics were among those he preferred, not because he thought they had the answers, more that they had 
starting points from which he could properly develop and evolve his own thoughts. One of his favorite passages was from Marcus Aurelius: 


“Some words once used are now obsolete. The men whose names were once on everyone’s lips, such as Augustus, Hadrian 
and Antoninus, are now less spoken than in their own days. For all names fade away, become the stuff of legend, and are soon 
buried in oblivion. This is true, even for those who blazed like bright stars in the firmament; and for the rest, as soon as their 
graves are complete, they are vanished. 


Yet, in the end, what would you gain from everlasting renembrance? Absolutely nothing. So what is worth living for? These 
things alone; justice in thought; goodness in action; speech that cannot deceive; and a disposition that accepts whatever comes, 
that welcomes all things good and bad as necessary and as flowing from the same source as yourself”

Pompeia Plotina, born at Nemausus in about 70, married Trajan before he became emperor. She did not receive recognition on the coinage 
until 112, the year of family evocation for the emperor, Traianus Maior, Nerva, Marciana, and Matidia. Childless, she was admired for the 
simplicity, dignity, fidelity, and virtue that she mixed with her beauty. Although she refused the title Augusta in 100, she finally accepted it 
in 105. Plotina was present at the death of Trajan in Cilicia in 117 and facilitated the adoption of Hadrian as his successor. Hadrian, in turn, 
honored her on coins in 117-118, and consecrated her upon her death in 121.

This issue raises three important questions. The first regards where it was minted. While the general consensus assigns it to a mint in Cyprus, 
this attribution is tenuous, and Crete, the northern Balkans, and Rome itself have been suggested as equally plausible alternatives. The second 
question regards its strike date. If the obverse legend for this coin follows the pattern set at Rome, then this coin had to be struck after 147 
AD when the DIVA FAVSTINA obverse legend was instituted. The third question then regards the purpose for which this coin was struck. 
Galerius Antoninus was the natural son of Antoninus Pius and Faustina Senior. When he had died before his father had been made Caesar, 
Hadrian compelled Antoninus Pius, now without any natural son, to adopt Lucius Verus, the son of Hadrian’s previous Caesar, and Marcus 
Aurelius as his own sons and heirs. In AD 147 Faustina Junior, Antoninus Pius’ only surviving child, was created Augusta upon her marriage 
to Marcus Aurelius. In the flurry of issues struck to commemorate this event and the formation of a new dynasty, it is quite possible that this 
issue was struck to commemorate the young boy’s premature death and include him in an as yet uncertain way into the new imperial scheme.

Very little is known of the usurper Tiberius Claudius Marinus Pacatianus, who seized power in Upper Moesia in AD 248. Most of our 
information about Pacatian comes from his coinage. Viminacium is the most probable site for his mint, and a comparison with the local aes 
coinage shows remarkable similarity of style. Seven different reverses were used on the antoniniani of Pacatian -- Concordia, Felicitas, Fides, 
Fortuna, Pax, Roma and Victory -- all common themes in the third century. Such a variety of reverse types would suggest a large issue of coins, 
though today all coins of Pacatian are very rare, with only about 100 specimens of all varieties known.

Jotapian led a short-lived revolt in Syria in the autumn of AD 249 while Philip I was still emperor. Little is known of Jotapian’s background. 
It was said that he boasted of a relationship to Severus Alexander, and his unusual name, although otherwise unknown for a man, is attested in 
its feminine form “Jotape” in the royal houses of Commagene and Emesa. The extreme rarity of his coins indicates that the revolt was brief, 
and the crude style proves that the revolt was geographically confined, for Jotapian plainly did not control a major Roman mint. His head 
was brought to Rome and shown to Trajan Decius “as was customary, although Decius had not asked for it” (Aur. Vict., Caes. 29.4). In his 
corpus of Jotapian’s coins, Bland cites 18 antoniniani in total. On this example, one can clearly view the last letter in the obverse legend, the 
G of AVG. No dies are recorded by Bland that end with G, only A and AV. This coin and the Feirstein coin, CNG 84, lot 1302, from the same 
obverse die, are the only known examples with this legend variety.

The reassignment of this peculiar issue to the end of the reign of Gallienus as opposed to the traditional placement during the interregnum 
between the death of Aurelian and the elevation of Tacitus has been convincingly argued by David Yonge. He bases his determination on flan 
manufacture, portrait style, and a comparative analysis of mid-third century Roman monetary denominations, and suggests that this issue was 
probably a commemorative issue in anticipation of Gallienus’ entry into Rome after his victories over the Herulians and Goths at Naissus.

Following the capture of Valerian I by the Persians, a number of usurpations occurred throughout the empire. In Illyricum, one of Valerian’s 
generals, Cornelius Publius Caius Regalianus, seized power, but was killed by his own troops after a very short reign. All of Regalianus’ 
coinage has been attributed to a mint in Carnuntum (on the Danube between modern Hainburg and Bratislava in Hungary). It was obviously 
struck in great haste as evidenced by the relatively crude style and the fact that his known coins are all overstruck on other coins.

The widow of Odenathus, the ruler of the rich eastern trade center Palmyra, and the mother and regent of Vabalathus, Septimia Zenobia 
became a powerful regional ruler in her own right. Granted de facto power in the East by the emperor Gallienus to counteract the Persian 
advance, Odenathus used the opportunity to establish his own separatist kingdom. When Odenathus was murdered in AD 267, Zenobia used 
the moment to advance her son Vabalathus. Since he was still in his minority, Zenobia took over as regent, using the confusion following the 
death of Gallienus to offset her position between Rome and Persia and expand Palmyrene power. In AD 269 the Palmyrenes seized control of 
Egypt and with it, the Roman grain supply. To bolster her position, Zenobia began to lay claims to an illustrious ancestry, including Cleopatra 
VII of Egypt and the legendary Dido of Carthage. 


Aurelian, initially taken with concerns in the west, pragmatically acquiesced to Zenobia and Vabalathus’ rule in the east. Eventually, though, 
the situation was stabilized in the west, allowing him to vigorously campaign against them in AD 272. Palmyra was sacked, and both Zenobia 
and Vabalathus were captured as they tried to make their way to Persia. She was brought to Rome and paraded in Aurelian’s triumph in AD 
274, bound in gold chains. According to later tradition, Aurelian, impressed by her beauty and dignity, later freed her, and granted her a villa 
in Tibur, where she spent the rest of her life.

Majorian came from an illustrious Italian family and was considered a possible successor to the throne after the death of Valentinian III in 
455. With the deposition of Avitus in October 456, Majorian and Ricimer were the de facto rulers of the West, and Majorian was proclaimed 
emperor by the army on 1 April 457. Just as Avitus had not been accepted in Italy, Majorian was not accepted in Gaul, and he successfully led 
military campaigns in 458/9 to quell any threat of revolt from that quarter. He did not have such luck in Spain, however, as in 460/1 his two 
naval expeditions against Gaiseric met with disaster. In the meantime, he also had aroused the suspicions of Ricimer, and after Majorian’s 
return to Rome on 2 August 461 he was seized, and beheaded five days later. 


All of Majorian’s coins are scarce, if not rare. The bronze issues were struck at Mediolanum (Milan), Ravenna, and Rome, and the Milan issue 
is exceptional for the fact that the mint was not a moneta publica — this type and an uncertain specimen of Nepos being the only bronze it is 
known to have issued. In the absence of the mint-mark, a situation which is frequently encountered on the fifth-century aes coinage due to the 
small flan size and crude workmanship, often one must depend totally on style for mint attribution. In the case of Majorian’s Milan issue this 
becomes quite easy as the style is distinctive, most noticeably in the bulbous facial features and long neck.

R. Prideaux (Triton XI, lot 829) observes that this is a much discussed issue, primarily concerned with the identity of the person depicted on 
the obverse. The young head cannot be that of C. Caesar, as Sutherland, Robertson, Giard, and others have argued. It can only be Augustus, 
as the oak wreath was his personal signature. 


Prideaux notes that two important questions need to be examined: (1) why is he portrayed with such a young face and (2) what is the meaning 
of this unusual reverse? On the first point, the engraver wasn’t working in a regular mint, with mint approved bust models, and wasn’t 
accustomed to drawing Augustus’ face. Therefore, he drew a generic profile adding the oak wreath to identify, beyond any doubt, the portrait. 
On the second point, it seems clear that, based on the symbolism, there is not only a religious, but a funereal theme. It is interesting to note that 
the sadness of the funeral-themed reverse is counterbalanced by a young portrait and the oak wreath, corona civica aurea, which was given 
to the citizen who saved another citizen’s life. Some have assigned this issue to the Ludi Saeculares of 17 BC, but while they were religious 
in nature, they were not funereal. 


There is no reason for such a special type to have been issued in Rome or Lugdunum. Prideaux notes one striking event in the period after 
17 BC that supports his theory. In 12 BC, Augustus’ chosen heir, Agrippa, died suddenly in Pannonia. We know that the news was taken hard 
in Rome, just months after Agrippa and his family had been officially made the heirs of the Empire (cf. C. Marius Tromentina’s issues in 
13 BC). This event especially reverberated among the legions; they had lost a much admired and multi-victorious general in the middle of a 
difficult war. 


Prideaux proposes that this candelabrum issue was struck in Pannonia to pay the now leaderless, and perhaps restless, Pannonian legions, 
without having to wait for a monetary delivery from the regular mint in very distant Lugdunum. A local celator, not versed in the portrait of 
Augustus, produced the dies. The themes reminded the soldiers of Augustus’ corona civica, while paying tribute to their beloved chief with 
a funeral overtone. The gold and silver issues (RIC 539-40) should be considered as a special Pannonian military mint issue of 12 BC. This 
helps explain many of the puzzling details of this issue.

Found in 1960 by Alan Harrison in the Roman settlement at Winteringham, on the south bank of the Humber River, North Lincolnshire, and 
recorded at the Scunthorpe Musuem and the British Museum. 


On the route of Ermine Street, the Roman road from London north to Lincoln and then York, the most difficult river crossing was the River 
Humber (Abus Fluvius). Winteringham (Ad Abum) was the settlement established where Ermine Street reaches the south bank of the river, 
and the remains of a Roman jetty indicate that the crossing was made by ferry to the north bank. The present coin was a single find in a trench 
dug outside a Roman structure. Within the structure was found a hoard of Claudian bronze coins but having a much different (and less even) 
patina from our coin. 


The PROB countermark can with a fair degree of certainty be expanded to PROBatum (“approved”). Kenyon (op cit., p. 53) notes that 
Claudian sestertii bearing this countermake are found almost exclusively in Britain and Italy, and always on sestertii of Claudius. However, 
his study did not find shared punches between any coins with known provenances from Britain and Italy, suggesting that the Claudian 
sestertii circulating in Britain were countermarked there. The countermarks were carefully applied, always in the right obverse field and never 
overlapping the imperial portrait. Alluding to the present coin specifically, Kenyon comments (p. 56): “The condition of the coins indicates 
that they were countermarked before they had seen much, if any, circulation. This is most obvious in the sestertius from Old Winteringham, 
Humberside which is in ‘as struck’ condition.” Indeed, this example is very likely the finest of all Claudian sestertii that bears a countermark.

Shortly before or after his defeat by Constantine at the Battle of Cibalae (8 October, AD 316), Licinius I symbolically deposed his rival 
emperor, and elevated his general, Valerius Valens, to replace Constantine as the Roman emperor in the east. The arrangement was short- 
lived, as Constantine was soon in a dominant position from which he was able to force Licinius to recognize him as the senior emperor, and 
also depose Valens. Whether it was part of the agreement is unknown, but Licinius not only deposed Valens, but also had him executed. 
Nevertheless, during the short interlude in which Valens was emperor, coinage was struck for him by the Licinian-controlled mints of Cyzicus 
and Alexandria.

The present coin appears to be a transitional piece between the third issue (MIBE 22) and the fourth issue (MIBE 23 and N23) of Justinian 
I at Thessalonica. The obverse bears the distinctive realistic hair of the later issue, rather than the pellet hair from earlier. On the reverse, the 
Angel carries a cross, the distinguishing characteristic of the third issue. The existence of such a transitional piece is not surprising — Metcalf 
notes that one specimen in the Monte Judica hoard (Metcalf, Thess. 355 = CNG 64, 1254) appears to be struck from a re-engraved reverse 
die of the earlier type.

There is still room for debate about the attribution of coins from the period immediately after the death of Heraclius, when his sons, Heraclius 
Constantine by Fabia and Heraclonas by Martina, held the throne for brief periods before the accession of Constans II, or Constantine. It seems 
likely that MIB 1 and 2 (Constans IT) belong to one of the two ephemeral rulers, the portrait being distinctly different with its plumed crown. 
MIB 3a and 4a (Heraclonas?) are more problematic, the portaits and titulature being very close to later, securely identified issues of Constans. 
The only difference is that the head on these pieces is a bit smaller and rounder, while the Constans solidi have a longer face and an out-thrust 
chin, a chin which in later years he tooks pains to hide behind a luxuriant beard. It is difficult to determine whether the Byzantines would 
have recognized these slight differences in physiognomy as portraits of two different emperors. In addition, MIB 3a and 4a are encountered 
relatively frequently, as opposed to the genuinely rare MIB 1 and 2, and thus are less likely to be from a very brief reign, such as that of 
Heraclonas (6 months).

The Great Comet of 1106

In February of 1106, observers from Wales to China witnessed a comet (X/1106 C1) appear in the sky. Anna Comnena (Alexiad 12.4.1-3) 
describes how this stellar event was witnessed in Thessalonica by Alexius, as he prepared for his Norman campaign of 1105-1108. The star 
on the reverse of this issue may refer to that astronomical event, since, as Hendy (p. 97) notes, the Thessalonica mint engravers were freer to 
record such incidents as part of the overall design.

During the Visitation, Mary visits her elderly relative Elizabeth, miraculously pregnant with John the Baptist. While there, Elizabeth and her 
yet-unborn son recognized the nature of the holy infant. The older woman proclaimed, “Blessed art thou among women, and blessed is the 
fruit of thy womb!” (Luke 1:42) 


The present coin is almost unparalleled in its depiction of this event. The only other numismatic depictions of the Visitation that this cataloger 
could find are on two gold marriage medallions of the time of Tiberius II (see Gemini VII, lot 928). This specimen can be added to the small 
but growing corpus of silver basilika of Andronicus IV: SB 2545, Christ enthroned; SB 2546, Saint on horseback; and Triton XVI, lot 1302, 
St. Michael enthroned facing.

The solidus mancusus, or mancus, was a term used in early medieval Europe to denote a gold coin, a weight of gold, or a unit of account 
of thirty silver pence. Distinguishing among these three meanings can be extremely difficult, as is evidenced by a request in the will of the 
Anglo-Saxon king Eadred, which states that “two-thousand mancuses be taken and minted into mancuses.” Even the origin of the word is in 
doubt. One possible source is the late Latin word for “defective” (mancus), possibly a reference to the base gold coins circulating in northern 
Europe during the mid-eighth century AD. However, accounts of contemporary payments in mancuses occurring in north-eastern Italy refer 
specifically to payment in Islamic gold dinars. Consequently, mancus more likely derives from the Arabic word for “struck” (manqush). 


In northern Europe and Italy during the early eighth century AD, the silver denier was the medium of exchange. The last regular gold coinage 
in use in those areas had been the tremisses of either the Visigothic or Merovingian kings, or the Byzantine issues struck at Italian mints. With 
the renewal of long-distance transactions requiring the use of large sums, gold coinage was reintroduced in the form of Islamic dinars. Already 
an accepted form of gold currency, these dinars were copied by northern Italian mints in order to facilitate their burgeoning trading enterprises. 
Soon other areas of northern Europe began to strike similar imitations, so that between the ninth and eleventh centuries the mancus became 
the standard gold coinage used in Western Europe. In some areas, such as Britain and Carolingian Francia, the mancus would employ local 
designs, reflecting a specific and special reason for issuing this denomination. Most, however, were careful copies of Abbasid dinars, even 
down to the AH date. The precise significance for the copying of this particular type remains uncertain. What is clear, though, is that by the 
late eighth century, northern Italy and Europe were poised to re-establish an international trade with the rest of the Mediterranean, something 
which had almost disappeared with the collapse of Roman power in the fifth century AD.

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Richard the Lionheart on Cyprus

In April 1191, a fleet bearing English forces and the fiancée of Richard the Lion-heart, Berengeria of Navarre, encountered rough seas off 
the coast of Cyprus. The stranded English were treated harshly by the rebel Byzantine prince Isaac Comnenus, ruler of Cyprus, who held a 
reputation for brutality. Richard, following in his own fleet on his way to assist his cousin Guy of Lusignan at Acre, landed at Limassol in 
May and in short order defeated and captured Isaac. Richard only remained on Cyprus for a few weeks before selling the island to the Knights 
Templar and continuing on to the Holy Land. In 1192 the Templars in turn sold Cyprus to Guy, now dispossessed of his fief in Palestine, who 
founded the Lusignan dynasty there. These rare and enigmatic tetartera, with their Byzantine style portrait and cross with the Latin legend 
REX, were probably struck in Cyprus for Richard during his brief stopover on that island. They have been found in equal numbers on Cyprus 
and in Syria-Palestine, indicating that they were struck on Cyprus and then accompanied the English on their continuing crusade.

In 843 Besancon fell under the control of the Duke of Burgundy following the division of Charlemagne’s empire. Control of the city than 
passed on to the Holy Roman Empire in 1034, and it later became a prince-bishopric in 1184.

In March of 1309, the Roman Curia (the administration of the Holy See) moved from Rome to Avignon in France. This move was brought 
about by Pope Clement V’s attempt to escape political squabbling among influential Italian families. In the eyes of the pope, Avignon 
would provide a more secure and neutral location that was less prone to interference from outside interests. For nearly 70 years, the papacy 
remained at Avignon. Pope Urban V, the sixth Avignon pope, attempted to return the papacy to Rome during the end of his reign. However, 
the protestations of French cardinals, combined with growing instability in certain regions of the Papal States, convinced him to return to 
Avignon, his true seat of power. A native of Griznac in Languedoc and a former lecturer in canon law, he introduced considerable reform 
and served as a patron to learning, founding the University of Hungary and restoring the school of medicine in Montpelier. He also founded 
colleges in Quézac and Bédoués, and obtained the submission of Byzantine Emperor John V Palaeologus, though not of the Eastern Church.
